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flEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 


1.  This  institution,  founded  in  1834 as  the  "Medical  College  of  Louisiana, *' 
became  in  1847  the  u  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  Louisiana, "  and 
in  1884  the  "  Medical  Department  of  the  Tulane  University  of  Louisiana. "  It  is 
the  oldest  medical  college  in  the  Southwest,  and  has  the  greatest  number  of 
alumni  and  of  students.  To  May,  1900,  it  had  registered  the  names  of  13,159 
Students,  and  of  these  it  had  conferred  diplomas  on  3717 — namely,  on  3401  grad- 
uates in  medicine  and  316  graduates  in  pharmacy. 

•2.  The  next  annual  course  of  instruction  in  this  department,  now  in  the  sixty- 
sixth  year  of  its  existence,  will  begin  on  Thursday,  November  1st,  1900.*  The 
Commencement  will  be  held  on  Wednesday,  May  1st.,  1901.  There  will  be  only 
four  holidays — Christmas,  New  Year,  Mardi  Grras,  and  Founders'  Day.  The  first 
two  weeks  of  the  term  will  be  devoted  especially  to  Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery, 
Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  in  the  wards  and  amphitheatre  of  the  Charity  Hos- 
pital, and  to  practical  work  in  the  laboratories  of  Practical  Anatomy  (Dissecting 
Booms),  of  Chemistry,  of  Pharmacy,  and  of  Histology  and  Bacteriologv.  These 
laboratories  will  be  open  for  instruction  on  Monday,  November  5th,  1900. 

Recent  Improvements. 

3.  The  antiquated  amphitheatre,  erected  in  1S47  in  the  Charity  Hospital, 
was  replaced  in  1895  by  a  model  building,  seating  more  than  400  students,  and 
admirably  adapted  to  the  exacting  needs  of  modern  surgery,  as  also  to  the 
greatly  improved  instruction  of  medical  students. 

The  Library  of  the  Medical  Department  was,  in  1896,  reorganized  and 
replenished  as  a  library  of  reference,  to  the  great  advantage  of  students,  alumni 
and  the  medical  profession. 

The  Milliken  Memorial,  an  annex  to  the  Charity  Hospital,  was  opened  in 
1899  for  the  accommodation  of  200  sick  children,  thereby  increasing  the  great 
educational  value  of  the  Charity  Hospital. 

New  Building  With  Its  Laboratories. 

4.  The  Medical  Department  has,  since  October,  1S93,«  occupied  a  new  site, 
twice  the  size  of  the  former  one  and  only  two  squares  from  the  Charity  Hospital, 
and  thereon  has  been  erected  a  four-story  building  (three  stories  above  a  most 
excellent  basement),  which  provides  ample  accommodations  for  larger  classes 
and  for  all  the  needs  now  requisite  to  medical  education ;  larger  and  better  lecture 
and  recitation  rooms,  and,  best  of  all,  ample  and  well-equipped  laboratories  for 
Chemistry,  for  Pharmacy,  for  Practical  Anatomy,  for  Operative  Surgery,  for 
Microscopical  Anatomy,  Pathology  and  Bacteriology,  and  working  rooms  for 
Practical  Physiology  and  for  gross  Pathological  Anatomy.  These  admirable 
laboratories,  now  added  to  the  unrivalled  practical  advantages  for  clinical,  anat- 
omical, and  pathological  studies  given  by  the  Charity  Hospital,  enable  the 
Medical  Department  to  provide  its  students  with  unsurpassed  advantages,  for 
their  medical  education.  For  other  details  of  the  new  building  see  pages  3  and  4 
of  the  cover. 

Educational  Advantages  Throughout  the  Year. 

5.  During  the  intervals  between  the  annual  sessions,  as  well  as  during  the 
sessions,  the  Dissecting  Booms  and  the  Charity  Hospital  are  both  open  to  regis- 
tered students,  who  are  thus  enabled  throughout  the  year  to  prosecute  the  prac- 
tical studies  of  utmost  importance,  viz. :  Anatomy  and  Clinical  Medicine,  Sur- 
gery, etc.,  as  indicated  in  the  following  paragraph. 

*A11  who  intend  to  become  medical  students  are  warned  against  crediting  unfavor- 
able and  exaggerated  statements  concerning  the  health  of  New  Orleans;  and  are  assured 
that  during  the  sixty-six  years'  existence  of  this  college  no  student  has  ever  died  of 
yellow  fever  during  lecture  term,  which  always  occurs  at  a  season  when  this  disease  is 
no  longer  to  be  feared  and  when  New  Orleans  is  as  healthy  as  are  other  largo  cities. 
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Clinical  Instruction  at  the  Charity  Hospital. 

6.  The  faculty  solicits  the  special  attention  not  only  of  students,  but  also  of 
graduates  of  other  colleges,  to  the  unequalled  clinical  and  anatomical  advan- 
tages of  the  Medical  Department. 

It  is  universally  admitted  that  without  abundant  anatomical  and  clinical 
material  no  medical  school,  however  numerous  or  eloquent  its  professors,  can 
possibly  fit  its  pupils  for  practical  professional  life.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to 
state  that  it  is  only  in  large  cities  that  such  advantages  can  be  procured,  but  it 
is  of  paramount  importance  that  the  opportunities  there  afforded  should  be 
properly  utilized;  that  the  students  should  be  required,  under  the  direction  of 
the  teacher,  to  examine  patients  for  themselves,  to  keep  record  of  cases,  to  note 
daily  changes  which  may  occur,  and  thus  acquaint  themselves  by  personal 
observation  with  the  progress  and  termination  of  diseases  and  accidents.  The 
mere  introduction  of  a  patient  into  an  amphitheatre,  and  the  discussion  of  hi& 
case  by  the  professor  in  the  presence  of  a  large  class,  is  no  substitute  for  bed- 
side instruction,  such  as  is  offered  by  the  great  Charity  Hospital  of  New  Orleans  ^ 
and  no  reduction  of  lecture  fees,  not  even  their  entire  abolition,  can  possibly  com- 
pensate for  the  lack  of  such  opportunities.  The  use  of  the  wards  of  this  noble 
institution,  with  its  nine  hundred  beds,  and  the  annual  occupancy  thereof  by  from 
nine  to  ten  thousand  patients,  and  the  use  of  the  two  clinical  buildings,  with 
more  than  twenty  thousand  annual  out-door  patients,  have  been  given  by  acts  of 
the  Legislature  to  the  professors  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Tulane  Uni- 
versity of  Louisiana,  for  the  practical  instruction  of  its  students,  not  only  in 
Medicine  and  Surgery,  but  also  in  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology.  Medical  students 
are  given  access  to  the  Charity  Hospital,  without  payment  of  any  hospital  fees, 
and  far  better  opportunities  for  the  study  of  diseases  therein  than  are  usually 
enjoyed  in  the  hospitals  of  other  cities.  For  the  study  of  the  diseases  of  the 
Southwest,  and  also  of  the  diseases  of  the  negro  race,  there  is  no  field  compara- 
ble to  the  wards  of  this  hospital.  Between  the  building  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment and  the  Charity  Hospital  there  are  only  two  squares,  which  distance  is 
readily  walked  in  three  minutes. 

The  following  table  of  9149  cases  treated  in  the  wards  of  the  Charity  Hos- 
pital during  the  year  1899  will  give  some  idea  of  the  great  advantages  possessed 
by  the  Medical  Department  for  the  practical  study  of  Medicine  and  Surgery :

There  were  1290  deaths  and  231  births,  and  a  daily  average  of  586j^  in-door 
patients.  In  addition  to  the  9149  "in-door"  patients,  there  were  21,803  ''out- 
door" patients,  to  whom  69,999  consultations  were  given.  In  addition  to  these 
there  were  3514  "accident"  cases  attended  in  the  Surgical  Amphitheatre.  The 
21,803  out-door  patients  furnished  for  instruction  the  following  valuable  mate- 
rial, viz:  Medical  cases,  5792;  surgical,  5316;  nervous,  243;  venereal,  1426;  der- 
matological,  708;  gynaecological,  1722;  diseases  of  children,  2980;  eye,  ear,  nose 
and  throat,  2355;  dentistry,  1261.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  sum  total  of  all 
cases  treated  in  1899  in  the  Charity  Hospital  was  33,702. 

Of  the  grand  total  of  in-door  or  out-door  patients  in  the  Charity  Hospital 
12,576  were  colored.  There  are  sixteen  wards  for  females.  Of  the  fifty-two 
wards  in  the  Charity  Hospital  there  are  twenty-three  medical,  fourteen  surgical, 
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two  obstetrical  and  two  gynaecological  wards,  two  for  children,  four  for  diseases 
of  the  nervous  system,  two  for  venereal  diseases,  two  for  diseases  of  eye  and  ear. 
and  one  for  skin  diseases;  and  all  these  wards  are  accessible  to  students. 

There  are  besides  two  admirable  two-storied  clinical  buildings  for  out-door 
patients.  Each  of  the  buildings  is  subdivided  into  eight  different  services,  and 
seven  of  these  are  alike  in  both  buildings,  viz. :  A  service  for  medical  cases; 
for  nervous  diseases;  for  surgical  cases;  for  venereal  and  skin  diseases;  those  of 
tire  eye;  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat;  and  for  cases  of  dentistry.  In  addition  to 
these  seven  services  the  "Men  and  Boys'  Clinic"  has  a  surgical  service  for  boys, 
and  the  "Women  and  Children's  Clinic"  has  a  gynaecological  service. 

The  unequalled  advantages  of  the  Charity  Hospital,  as  one  of  the  greatest 
schools  in  the  world  for  practical  instruction,  were  notably  increased  in  1899  by 
the  addition  of  the  Milliken  Memorial;  a  superb  modern  and  model  building 
for  the  accommodation  of  200  sick  children. 

.  It  is  manifest  that  these  facilities  for  genuine  clinical  teaching,  which  recent 
improvements  in  the  hospital  have  greatly  increased,  are  now  unsurpassed  by 
any  medical  college  in  the  United  States. 

7.  The  professors  and  clinical  instructors  are  Attending  Physicians  or  Sur- 
geons of  the  Hospital,  and  visit  their  wards  daily,  accompanied  by  the  students, 
who  are  thus  brought  into  immediate  contact  with  the  sick  and  wounded,  and 
are  taught  practically  auscultation  and  percussion,  analysis  of  urine,  the  use  of 
the  microscope  in  diagnosis,  the  application  of  dressings,  etc.  Surgical  opera- 
tions are  performed  and  lectures  delivered  upon  selected  cases  in  the  amphi- 
theatre of  the  hospital. 

Special  clinical  instruction  is  given  to  the  candidates  for  graduation  and  to 
all  students,  who  are  for  this  purpose  divided  into  classes  and  assigned  to  the  re- 
spective professors  and  clinical  instructors,  in  charge  of  wards  of  the  hospital. 
The  classes  thus  formed  interchange  courses  so  that  all  students  enjoy  equal 
advantages.  Competent  Chiefs  of  Clinic  aid  the  clinical  teachers  in  developing 
this  system  of  instruction.  The  following  professors  and  clinical  instructors 
and  their  respective  chiefs  of  clinic  and  assistants  will  be  on  duty  the  ensuing 
session :

The  regular  lectures  at  the  Hospital,  on  Clinical  Medicine,  by  Professors 
Klliottand  Reynaud;  on  Surgery,  by  Professors  Matas  and  Souchon,  and  on 
Obstetrics  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  by  Professor  Lewis,  will  be 
delivered  in  the  amphitheatre,  daily,  between  8  :30  a.  m.  and  12  m. 

Post-mortem  examinations  are  made  in  the  presence  of  the  class  by  the  Pro- 
fessor  of  Pathological  xVnatomv. 
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Diseases  of  the  Eye  and  Ear  are  taught  in  the  eye-wards  and  amphitheatre 
of  the  hospital,  and  constitute  a  part  of  the  curriculum  of  the  surgical  chair. 

Special  instruction  in  diseases  of  the  skin,  diseases  of  children,  physical 
diagnosis,  minor  surgery  and  obstetrical  manipulations  is  given  by  the  Lecturers 
on  these  subjects. 

8.  Tbe  Administrators  of  the  Charity  Hospital  elect  annually,  by  competitive 
examination  in  February  or  March,  sixteen  resident  students,  who  are  entitled 
to  board  and  lodging  in  the  institution  free  of  charge,  and  sixteen  externes,  who 
serve  as  assistants  in  the  out-door  clinics.  Four  resident  students  in  the  Touro 
Infirmary  are  also  elected  annually  by  competitive  examination. 

Lectures  and  Laboratories. 

9.  Lectures. — Systematic  didactic  instruction  will  be  given  daily,  immediately 
after  the  Hospital  clinics,  in  the  new  building  of  the  Medical  Department  on 
Canal  street,  between  Villere  and  Kobertson  Streets,  only  two  blocks  from  the 
hospital.  The  means  for  illustrating  the  didactic  lectures  consist  of  numerous 
models  in  wax,  papier  macbe,  plaster  and  wood  of  rare  and  beautiful  workman- 
ship, executed  in  London,  Paris  and  Florence  expressly  for  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment; very  many  tables  and  diagrams;  a  complete  series  of  specimens  in  materia 
medica;  surgical  and  obstetrical  instruments  and  appliances;  a  large  collection 
of  natural,  anatomical  and  pathological  specimens  and  preparations,  and  a  set  of 
chemical  and  physical  apparatus. 

Chemical  Laboratory. 

10.  This  laboratory  readily  accommodates  ninety-six  students  working  at 
the  same  time,  and  two  courses  therein  are  obligatory  on  all  students  of  the  four- 
year  course.  These  two  courses  are  graded  and  both  are  devoted  to  teaching 
such  knowledge  of  chemistry  as  will  prove  of  greatest  service  to  the  practicing 
physician.  The  first  course  is  devoted  to  general  chemistry  and  the  second 
course  to  physiological  and  medical  chemistry.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  is 
under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  of  Chemistry,  aided  by  Drs.  H.  P.  Jones  and 
Otto  Lerch,  Assistant  Demonstrators. 

Pharmaceutical  Laboratory. 

11.  This  laboratory  is  thoroughly  well  organized  and  possesses  a  complete 
outfit  for  practical  instruction.  It  is  under  the  directorship  of  Dr.  T.  A.  Quayle, 
Master  of  Pharmacy.    See  also  paragraphs  36  to  41. 

Microscopical  Laboratory. 

12.  This  laboratory  readily  accommodates  one  hundred  and  twenty-two 
students  working  at  the  same  time,  and  one  course  therein  is  obligatory  on  all 
candidates  for  graduation  in  the  three-year  course.  Two  courses  are  obligatory 
on  ail  candidates  for  graduation  in  the  four-year  course;  the  first  course  will  be 
a  complete  course  on  normal  histology,  and  the  second  course  will  be  on  patho- 
logical histology,  bacteriology  and  clinical  microscopy.  This  laboratory  is  in 
charge  of  Dr.  P.  E.  Archinard,  a  pupil  of  Pasteur  and  Koch,  assisted  by  Drs. 
O.  L.  Pothier  and  J.  J.  Archinard. 

Laboratory  of  Practical  Anatomy. 

13.  This  laboratory  is  unusually  well  ventilated  and  lighted,  and  is  the 
largest  of  all  the  laboratories,  allowing  more  than  two  hundred  students  to  dis- 
sect at  the  same  time.  It  is  in  charge  of  Dr.  H.  Bayon,  assisted  by  Drs.  S.  P. 
Delaup,  M.  Souchon  and  J.  F.  Oechsner.  Demonstrations  of  the  cavities  and  of 
the  viscera  are  given  on  specially  prepared  subjects.  First-course  students  are 
given  preparatory  instruction  on  Osteology  by  Dr.  M.  Souchon,  and  are  supplied 
with  boxes  of  bones  which  they  are  permitted  to  study  at  their  rooms. 
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Operative  Surgery. 

14.  Is  practically  taught  in  the  Miles  Laboratory  of  Operative  Surgery.  Tlx; 
instructors  in  charge  are  Dr.  H.  B.  Gessner,  Demonstrator,  and  Dr.  W  M 
Perkins,  Assistant  Demonstrator.  The  entire  field  of  General  Operative  Surgery 
will  be  gone  over,  the  steps  of  each  operation  being  first  admirably  illustrated 
by  means  of  an  Electric  Optical  Projector  and  fully  explained  by  the  Demon- 
strators, after  which  the  students,  in  sections,  will  perform  the  operation  in  the 
presence  of  the  Demonstrators  and  the  class.  Quiz  reviews,  supplementary  to 
the  laboratory  work,  are  added  to  this  course  and  have  proved  most  useful. 

Requirements  for  Matriculation. 

Every  student  before  being  matriculated  for  the  first  course  of  Medical  Lec- 
tures shall  be  required  to  possess  the  following  qualifications : 

15.  He  shall  hold  a  certificate  as  the  pupil  of  some  known  reputable  physi- 
cian, showing  his  moral  character  and  general  fitness  to  enter  upon  the  study  of 
medicine.    (See  form  No.  1.)* 

16.  He  must  possess  a  diploma  of  graduation  from  some  literary  or  scientific 
institution  of  learning;  or  a  certificate  from  some  legally  constituted  High 
School,  General  Superintendent  of  State  Education  or  Superintendent  of  some 
County  or  Parish  Board  of  Public  Education,  attesting  that  he  has  been  exam- 
ined and  is  possessed  of  at  least  the  educational  attainments  required  of  first 
grade  teachers  of  public  schools,  or  a  certificate  that  he  has  passed  the  entrance 
examination  to  a  State  university.    (See  form  No.  2.)t 

17.  A  set  of  tickets  showing  that  the  holder  has  attended  one  full  course  of 
medical  lectures  in  any  regular  and  recognized  medical  college,  is  essential  to 
matriculating  for  a  second  course  of  lectures;  and  every  student  prior  to  matric- 
ulating for  a  third  or  fourth  course  of  lectures,  shall  be  required  to  show  by 
similar  evidence  that  he  has  previously  taken  two  or  three  courses  of  lectures. 

18.  The  following  classes  of  students  may  apply  for  advanced  standing  and 
obtain  it,  provided  every  applicant  undergoes  a  satisfactory  examination  upon 
every  branch  below  the  class  desired  to  be  entered : 

(a)  Graduates  of  Pharmacy,  of  Dentistry  and  of  Veterinary  Medicine. 
(6)  Graduates  and  matriculates  of  Colleges  of  Homeopathy  and  of  Eclectic 
medicine. 

(c)  Graduates  of  recognized  Colleges  and  Universities,  who  have  completed 
therein  prescribed  courses  in  elementary  branches  of  medicine,  including  Chem- 
istry and  Biology.

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Requirements  for  Graduation. 

19.  Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character  and 
must  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

20.  He,  if  entitled  to  be  graduated  after  three  sessions,  must  have  attended 
in  a  regular  and  reputable  medical  college,  three  full  courses  of  lectures,  of  not 
less  than  six  months  (twenty-six  weeks),  in  three  separate  years,  and  the  last  of 
these  courses  must  have  been  in  this  institution.  Four  sessions  and  four  full 
courses,  instead  of  three  as  above,  will  be  required  of  every  candidate  who 
attended  his  first  full  course  in  a  medical  college  after  the  session  of  1898-99. 
Said  six  months'  course  of  lectures,  to  be  estimated  in  the  requirements  for 
graduation,  must  not  be  taken  continuously,  but  there  must  intervene  at  least 
three  months  between  the  closing  of  one  course  and  the  opening  of  the  suc- 
ceeding course. 

The  four  years'  course  is  required  of  every  student  who  matriculated  for  his 
first  full  course  in  a  medical  college  after  January  1,  1899,  and  the  three  years' 
course  of  those  students  who  attended  their  first  course  during  or  prior  to  the 
session  of  1898-99.  But  all  students  who  may  have  taken  their  first  full  course 
during  or  prior  to  the  session  of  1898-99  and  who  may  fail  to  be  graduated  on  or 
before  the  college  commencement  of  1903  shall  be  required  to  attend  and  pay  for 
a  fourth  course.  t 

21.  Every  candidate,  if  entitled  to  be  graduated  after  three  sessions,  must 
have  dissected  in  two  courses  and  have  attended  two  courses  of  clinical  or  hos- 
pital instruction,  and  one  course  in  each  of  the  three  following  special  laboratory 
departments,  viz  :  Chemistry,  Histology  and  Bacteriology;  Operative  Surgery. 

Every  candidate,  to  be  graduated  in  1903  and  thereafter,  will  be  required 
to  attend  a  greater  number  of  laboratory  courses  (see  par.  34). 

22.  Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  submit  a  thesis  (composed  exclu- 
sively by  himself,  and  in  his  own  handwriting)  to  the  dean,  between  January  1 
and  March  1  of  his  last  session;  *  must  have  paid  all  college  dues,  including  the 
graduation  fee,  and  must  pass  satisfactory  examinations  before  the  members  of 
the  faculty. 

N".  B. — A  candidate  for  graduation,  who  may  fail  to  pass  satisfactory  final 
examination  after  three  annual  trials,  will  not  be  examined  again. 

Examinations  After  Two  Annual  Courses. 

23.  Students  who  have  attended  and  paid  for  two  full  courses,  the  last  of 
which  was  in  this  institution,  who  have  records  of  satisfactory  attendance  on 
two  courses  in  a  laboratory  of  practical  anatomy  (dissecting),  of  one  course  f  in 
a  laboratory  of  chemistry  and  of  one  course  in  a  laboratory  of  histology  and 
bacteriology,  are  permitted  to  undergo  examinations  by  one  or  more  of  the  pro- 
fessors who  teach  Chemistry  and  Medical  Jurisprudence ;  Anatomy ;  Physiology ; 
Hygiene,  and  Pathological  Anatomy;  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics.  A  fee 
of  $15  in  part  payment  of  the  fee  for  "Examination,  Graduation  and  Diploma,*' 
specified  in  paragraph  25,  will  be  charged  for  any  certificate  given  of  satisfactory 
examinations  on  one  or  more  of  the  above  specified  branches.  These  examina- 
tions, if  successful,  will  not  be  repeated,  but  if  the  applicant  should  fail  upon 
one  or  more  of  them  he  will  be  granted  a  second  trial,  when  he  shall  present 
himself  for  final  examination. 

Students  who  enter  the  third  year,  but  who  have  not  passed  the  above  pre- 
liminary branches  in  this  college,  will  be  given  opportunity  to  undergo  the  above 
examinations  early  in  the  third  year  as  well  as  at  its  close. 


*  The  names  of  authors  of  very  meritorious  theses  are  publicly  mentioned  at  Com- 
mencement. Students  about  to  become  candidates  for  graduation  are  urged  to  prepare 
their  theses  during  the  summer  vacation,  and  on  a  medical  subject  within  their  own 
personal  experience  or  research. 

t  Two  courses  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory  will  be  required  of  students  attending  the 
four  years'  course. 
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Every  graduate  of  the  Medical  Department  must  have  been  examined  by  all 
of  its  professors  on  all  their  branches,  notwithstanding  that  these  candidates  may 
have  passed  some  or  all  of  these  branches  in  other  medical  colleges. 

Attendance  on  More  Than  Three  or  Four  Annual  Courses. 

24.  Students  who  have  attended  and  paid  for  all  of  the  required  full  courses, 
the  last  of  which  was  in  this  institution,  are  thereafter  entitled  to  attend  the  lec- 
tures without  charge  for  the  professors1  fees;  and  it  is  the  earnest  desire  of  tht 
faculty  that  they  should  avail  themselves  of  this  privilege. 

Fees. 

25.  The  fees  of  this  institution  amounted  to  a  total  of  $465  for  the  three 
years'  course,  and  will  amount  to  about  $575  for  the  four  years'  course. 

Considering  the  exceptional  advantages  for  practical  instruction  in  hospital 
and  laboratories,  and  the  constant  care  and  labor  bestowed  upon  the  pupils,  the 
charges  are  as  low  as  are  compatible  with  the  superior  advantages  given ;  and 
the  faculty  therefore  appeal  to  their  professional  brethren  throughout  the  South- 
west to  continue  their  support  to  an  institution  which  does  not  seek  to  increase 
the  size  of  its  classes  by  pecuniary  rivalry  and  discreditable  underbidding,  but 
by  offering  a  full  equivalent  for  its  charges.

The  faculty  reserves  the  right  to  decrease  or  to  increase  the  above  fees  for 
the  four  years'  course  after  the  sesssion  of  1900-1 ;  but  it  is  not  probable  that  the 
total  fees  for  any  one  session  will  exceed  $150. 


Regulations  as  to  Fees  for  Students,  Both  of  the  Three  and  Four  Years' 

Course. 

27.  All  fees  are  payable  on  admission,  except  the  graduation  fee.  $30,  which 
is  not  accepted  earlier  than  January  1st,  nor  later  than  March  1st.    Ten  dollars 


*  The  $145  charged  in  1900-1  for  the  second  year  includes  one  laboratory  course  ($15)  more 
han  required  of  first  year  students. 
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of  this  fee  will  not  be  returned  to  candidates  for  graduation  who  may  fail  to  pass 
satisfactorily  the  final  examinations. 

28.  Students  who  have  attended  and  paid  for  the  two  courses,  that  are  oblig- 
atory for  graduation,  in  a  Laboratory  of  Practical  Anatomy  (dissecting),  will  be 
charged  only  $5  (instead  of  $10)  for  an  additional  course. 

29.  Matriculation  Fee. — Every  person,  whether  student  or  graduate,  admitted 
to  the  privileges  of  this  College,  must  pay  a  matriculation  or  registration  fee  of 
$5  for  every  session  he  may  attend ;  and  he  will  not  be  entitled  to  admission  to 
either  College  or  Hospital  until  registered. 

30.  Breakage  Fees. — A  breakage  fee  of  $5  must  be  deposited  for  every  course 
in  the  Chemical,  in  the  Pharmaceutical  and  in  the  Microscopical  Laboratory  to 
reimburse  needless  injuries  inflicted  on  the  laboratories  and  their  contents.  At 
the  end  of  every  session  the  breakage  fee  will  be  refunded  in  whole  or  in  part, 
depending  on  the  charges  incurred  by  the  student. 

31.  Graduates  of  this  College  and  all  medical  students,  who  have  paid  for  all 
of  the  required  full  courses,  will  not  be  charged  the  professors'  fees,  but  will  be 
charged  the  matriculation  fee  and  the  fees  for  all  laboratory  courses  they  may 
voluntarily  attend. 

32.  Students  who  do  not  attend  full  courses,  but  only  partial  or  special 
courses,  must  pay  for  the  tickets  of  the  professors  whom  they  may  attend,  $20 
each;  and  for  other  fees  as  in  the  Table  of  Fees.  Partial-course  students  are 
admitted  at  any  time  during  the  session. 

33.  Graduates  of  other  recognized  medical  colleges  must  pay  the  matricula- 
tion fee,  $5,  and  for  the  professors'  fees,  $70,  and  thereafter  will  be  entitled  to 
the  same  privileges  given  to  the  graduates  of  this  College.  See  Par.  24.  They 
can  not,  however,  obtain  its  diploma  without  passing  the  final  examinations,  and 
without  paying  the  graduation  fee. 

Studies  of  the  Four  Years'  Course. 

34.  First  Year — Physics,  Chemistry  and  Toxicology,  Materia  Medica,  Anat- 
omy, Post  Mortem  Demonstrations  of  Pathological  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
Hygiene,  Minor  Surgery  and  Physical  Diagnosis  in  the  wards  of  the  hospital, 
a  course  in  the  Laboratory  of  Practical  Anatomy  (dissecting),  and  a  course  in 
the  Laboratory  of  Chemistry  (see  par.  10). 

Second  Year — Studies  of  the  first  year  continued,  with  the  addition  of 
Therapeutics;  other  clinical  studies  and  one  course  in  the  Laboratory  of  Micro- 
scopy (normal  histology). 

Third  Year — Practice  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics,  Gynecology  and 
Diseases  of  Children,  Pathological  Anatomy,  Medical  Jurisprudence,  Labora- 
tory of  Operative  Surgery,  Microscopical  Laboratory  (bacteriology,  pathological 
histology  and  clinical  microscopy),  and  two  hours  and  a  half  daily  in  the 
Ampi theatre  and  Wards  of  the  Charity  Hospital,  with  its  30,000  patients 
annually. 

Fourth  Year — As  there  will  be  no  regular  fourth  year's  class  until  the  session 
of  1902-3,  the  final  arrangement  of  the  studies  of  the  fourth  year,  as  well  as  of 
the  third  year,  is  postponed.  In  the  meantime  students  from  other  colleges  who 
may  be  admitted  to  the  fourth  year  will  be  assigaed  to  the  studies  above  speci- 
fied for  the  third  year. 

New  Orleans  Polyclinic. 

35.  Students  of  the  Polyclinic,  who  are  graduates  of  the  Medical  Department, 
are  admitted  to  the  lectures  and  clinical  instruction  of  said  department  on  pay- 
ment thereto  of  $5  for  its  annual  session ;  and  Polyclinic  students,  who  are  not 
graduates  of  the  Medical  Department,  will  be  admitted  to  the  same  privileges 
during  a  six-weeks  term  of  the  Polyclinic  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  $15  to  the 
Medical  Department.    All  students  of  the  Medical  Department,  graduating  at  the 
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opening  of  or  during  a  term  of  the  Polyclinic,  will  be  admitted  thereto  on  pay- 
merit  of  one-half  of  its  regular  rates.  For  further  information  in  regard  to  the 
Polyclinic,  address  its  secretary.  Dr.  Isadore  Dyer,  124  Baronne  street. 

Instruction  in  Pharmacy. 

The  University  is  also  authorized  by  law  to  grant  diplomas  in  Pharmacy, 
and  the  Medical  Department  has  exercised  this  privilege  since  3838,  having  now 
31G  graduates,  and  20  to  40  students  in  Pharmacy  annually. 

3G.  The  students  in  Pharmacy  are  required  to  attend  two  annual  courses  of 
lectures  given  by  the  professors  on  Chemistry  and  Medical  Jurisprudence,  on 
Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  and  on  Hygiene,  and  to  attend  one  course  in 
the  Chemical  and  two  courses  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Laboratory. 

Instruction  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Laboratory  is  graded,  and  consists  of  a 
junior  and  a  senior  course.  These  courses  are  designed  to  tit  the  student  to 
conduct  the  processes  of  manufacturing  and  of  dispensing  in  the  most  thorough 
and  economical  manner. 

37.  Reputable  women  are  admitted  as  students  to  the  full  course  in  Pharmacy 
on  the  same  terms  and  conditions  required  of  male  students. 

38.  Pharmacy  students  are  subjected  to  the  educational  "  requirements  for 
matriculation"  enforced  on  medical  students  (see  pars.  15,  16),  and  all  candi- 
dates for  graduation  in  Pharmacy  must  comply  with  the  requirements  specified 
in  paragraphs  19,  22  and  3G,  and  must  also  submit  to  the  Dean  a  satisfactory  cer- 
tificate of  at  least  two  years'  practical  experience  under  the  instruction  of  a 
competent  pharmacist. 

39.  Fees. — The  charge  for  the  first  full  course  in  Pharmacy  is  $75,  viz.,  for 
matriculation  $5,  professors'  fees  $35,  chemical  laboratory  $15,  and  pharma- 
ceutical $20;  and  for  the  second  course  $80,  excluding  the  chemical  laboratory, 
$15,  and  including  the  graduation  fee,  $20.  In  addition  every  student  must 
deposit  a  breakage  fee  of  $5  for  the  Chemical  and  $5  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Laboratory,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  30. 

40.  Students  in  Medicine  who  take  also  the  course  in  Pharmacy  are  required 
to  pay  only  the  laboratory  fees.  Students  in  Pharmacy  are  not  charged  for  the 
tickets  of  professors  after  attendance  upon  two  full  courses;  but  all  students  are 
charged  for  every  laboratory  course,  however  numerous  these  may  be, 

41.  The  Chemical  and  Pharmaceutical  Laboratories  will  be  open  for 
instruction  on  Monday,  November  5th,  1900.

Tulano  University  of  Louisiana  embraces  University  Courses.  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences,  College  of  Technology,  H.  Sophie  Newcomb  Memorial 
College  for  Young  Women,  Law  and  Medical  Departments. 

The  literary  and  scientific  branches  of  the  University  are  located  in  the  new 
buildings  on  St.  Charles  Avenue,  opposite  Audubon  Park. 

The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  offers  Classical,  Literary,  Latin- Scientific 
and  Scientific  courses,  leading  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  or  Bachelor  of 
Science. 

The  College  of  Technology  has  five  courses,  viz. :  Mechanical  Engineering 
(including  Electrical  Engineering),  Chemical  Engineering,  Civil  Engineering. 
Architectural  Engineering,  and  Sugar  Engineering,  leading  to  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Engineering.

H.  SOPHIE  NEWCOMB  MEMORIAL  COLLEGE. 

41The  H.  Sophie  Newcomb  Memorial  College  in  the  Tulane  University  of 
Louisiana,  for  the  higher  education  of  white  girls  and  young  women,"  has  been 
established  as  a  department  of  Tulane  University  through  the  munificence  of 
Mrs.  Josephine  Louise  Newcomb.  of  New  York  City. 

There  are  three  courses :  Classical,  Scientific  and  Modern  Language,  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  or  Bachelor  of  Science. 

Special  courses  are  offered  to  those  who  find  it  desirable  or  necessary  to 
restrict  their  work  to  one  or  more  branches. 

There  is  a  High  School  Department  which  prepares  students  for  the  College- 

The  charge  for  tuition  in  the  College  is  $100.  and  the  High  School  $80. 

Provision  has  been  made  fpr  the  accommodation  of  boarding  students  in  the 
building  erected  for  the  purpose,  and  known  as  the  Josephine  Louise  House, 
opposite  to  the  College.  * 

Law  Department. 

The  Law  Department  was  organized  in  1847.  Under  a  series  of  distinguished 
professors  it  has  been  in  successful  operation  ever  since. 

The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws,  granted  by  the  University,  entitles  the 
person  on  whom  it  is  conferred  to  admission  to  the  bar  of  this  State.  The 
faculty  aim  to  prepare  the  students  for  admission  to  the  bar,  not  onlv  in  this 
State,  but  also  in  any  of  the  common  law  States  of  the  Union.  The  charge  for 
ectures  and  instruction  is  $80.  The  annual  session  begins  in  November  and 
closes  in  May.    Prof.  Harry  H.  Hall  is  Dean. 

Medical  Department. 

The  Medical  Department  was  organized  in  1834.  Prof.  S.  E.  Chaille,  M.  D..

DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  NEW  BUILDING. 


Erected  1893. 

The  general  plan  consists  of  a  central  building  to  provide  two  large  lecture 
rooms,  one  above  the  other;  and  of  two  wings,  chiefly  for  laboratories,  but  also 
for  library,  museum,  offices,  recitation  and  private  rooms. 

An  unusually  well  lighted,  well  floored,  dry  and  commodious  basement 
provides  ample  storage  rooms,  and  also  excellent  rooms  for  the  greater  comfort 
of  students,  such  as  a  study  room,  smoking  room,  etc. 

The  lecture  rooms,  laboratories,  and  all  rooms  except  those  in  the  basement 
are  free  from  all  posts  and  pillars;  the  two  lecture  rooms  are  abundantly 
lighted  and  ventilated,  and  have  a  seating  capacity,  the  first  floor  lecture  room 
for  485,  and  the  third  floor  amphitheatre  for  525  students. 

The  Microscopical  Laboratory  is  believed  to  be  unsurpassed  in  lighting  and 
in  ventilation  and  in  size,  accommodating  122  students. 

The  Students'  Chemical  Laboratory  has  the  same  size  and  superiorities. 

The  Dissecting  Rooms  are  believed  to  be  unsurpassed  in  all  essentials,  and 
can  accommodate  204  students  at  work  at  the  same  time. 

Lavatories  and  urinals  are  conveniently  located  on  every  floor. 

The  building  supplies  several  private  rooms  for  special  work  of  students  or- 
graduates. 

Lockers  are  amply  supplied  for  the  personal  use  of  every  student,  to  secure 
his  books,  instruments,  overcoats,  etc. 

The  college  lot  measures  about  256)£  feet  front  on  Canal,  199i^  feet  on 
Villere  street,  313^  feet  on  Robertson  street,  and  102*4  feet  on  Customhouse 
street;  containing,  therefore,  about  62,764  square  feet,  while  the  building  occu- 
pies only  16,528  square  feet;  thus  leaving  ample  space  for  ornamental  and  recre- 
ation grounds  at  present  and  for  extension  in  the  future.
